Xolin and Walsh went to Philadelphia 


as directed, where they met a stranger 
who handed Xoli'n $100 and "'cave him 
two railroad tickets to Buffalo. 
The 


stranger arranged with Xolin and Walsh 
that they should leave the same night 
and on arrival at 1-Inffalo go to the Slat- 
ford House, where they were to register 
as John Smith of Xew York and Thom- 
as Moore of Washington and be met by 
a man who would prove his identity. The 
men did as directed, reaching Kuffalo on 
Sunday, April lo, and shortly after reach- 
ing their room were joined by the third 
man, 
who introduced himself as Dullman 


and afterward registered at the same 
•hotel as Karl Dsillman. After breakfast 
Ihe following morning Dallman gave to 
Xolin aud Walsh two canvas grips of tel- 
escopes. In each of these was about 80 
pounds of dynamite mixed to about t In- 
consistency of dough. Fuses were with 
each, but not connected at the time. Xo- 
lin, 
"Walsh and T>allmnu left Buffalo to- 


gether, taking n trolley to Niagara Falls. 
In the aftenioTi. they took a (irand 
Trunk train across Suspension bridge, 
leaving' it 
at 
Merriton, 
Canada, and 


thence to Thorold." Inspector Murray 
says Diiluunn showed Xolin and Walsh 
the spot to place the dynamite. 


The interval up to the 20th of April is

Federal Quarantine Oiiieer Kenyoun is 


co-operating with the local health ofli- 
cinls and has offered the use of Angel 
island, the government quarantine and 
disinfecting station, A large three horse- 
power sulphur disinfector v.-as brought 
from the island yesterday morning and 
has been in operation all day. 
All the 


houses in the district are being fumi- 
gated with formaldeh;*le gas aud sul- 
phur. 
Mr. Kenyonn makes -a personal 


inspection with the health board daily of 
all cases under suspicion. 


Autopsy and fumigating rooms have 


been erected at Waverley arid Sacra- 
mento streets in the affected district, in 
charge of Chief Sanitary Inspector Chal- 
mers and 12 medical assistants. All Chi- 
nese bodies, regardless of the causes of 


j death, are removed to the autopsy rooms 


immediately iu closed conveyances, and 
Iiost niortems are performed by Dr. .T. G. 
Morrisey, city physician, and Dr. P. P. 
"Wilson, assistant. The bodies are then 
placed in hermetically scaled caskets and 
hastily buried. 


All sewers in the district have been 


screened with netting, aud thousands of 
pounds of fish poisoned with arsenic and 
phosphorus have been thrown into them 
for the purpose of killing rats, which 
might otherwise distribute the disease 
germs,

There is a factory in London that makes 


only thi?;(3eadliest poisons known to chem- 
istry. Last year it produced 1,000 tons ol 
cyanide of potassium. Five grains of this 
is sufficient to kill a man. In one room 
of the factory the visitor found tons of tbo 
deadly poison. It resembles very closely 
vrhire crystallized sugar. The visitor re- 
marked to the manager, "It looks good 
enough to eat." 


"Ah," 
replied the manager gravely, 


"that is just one of the dangers we hava 
to guard against. For some inczplicabla 
reason cyanide of potassium exercises a re- 
markable fascination over the men en- 
gaged in its manufacture. They are haunt 
ed by a constant and everrecurring desiro 
to cat it. 
They are perfectly alive to thu 


fact, however, that to give way to th<3 
craving would mean instant death, and 
nre consequently usually able to resist it, 
buu not always. 
During the time I have 


been hero throe of our best and steadiest 
•workmen have, committed suicide in this 
strange manner, impelled thereto appar- 
ently by no cause save this mysterious, 
horrible longing. I myself have felt the 
en mo strange lust when I havo long been 
exposed to the cyanide fumes, and have 
had to leave the works for a time in con- 
sequence. So well is this curious fact rec- 
ognized that there are always two men at 
work together ?n this branch of our busi- 
ness, and a jar of ammonia, which, as you 
know, is the antidote to the poison, is kept 
constantly near at hand." 


Apart from this remarkable infatuation, 


which may bo likened to the desire experi- 
enced by many people wben standing on 
the brink of a precipice to throw them- 
selves down, the manufacture of potassium 
cyanide is not particularly Gangeron?. 
Neither is it unhealthy. In fact, it is as- 
serted that men havo gone into tho cyanida 
house ill and debilitated und in a short 
time have been restored to robusc health. 
—Exchange.
